The Fabric Challenge 


At first, | imagined a rustic stocking of burlap. When 
looking at the burlap, I realized the open weave would 
not support the embroidery of the snowflake collection 
I intended to stitch. The fabric hunt began: I found a 
lovely rustic home décor linen; darker than I originally 
wanted, but the texture and weave were just right. I 
already had the novelty fleece for the cuff, perhaps the 
darker color will work. 
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The Stabilizer Challenge 


With fabric selected, now which type and what color 
stabilizer would be the best option? Black stabilizer 
"disappears" behind the dark fabric, while white 
stabilizer "glows". 





Additionally, the fabric is going to need interfacing 
to give it body; the Cut-Away Super Strong Stabilizer 
could act as an interfacing and stabilizer at the same 
time. I also had the Tear-Away Cotton Soft Stabilizer 
for testing. 


The Thread Challenge 


The snowflake embroideries use both Lana and 
Cotona threads, so now I’m ready for test stitching. 
Threads and stabilizers need to work together with 
the selected fabric. The stocking fabric was extra 
wide, so I had plenty for embroidery testing. 


Interface and stabilize the test fabric as you would 
for the finished stocking. I applied the very lightest 
possible spritz of KK2000 to the Cut-Away Super 
Strong Stabilizer, then placed the tacky side to the 
wrong side of the stocking fabric. 


I am an optimistic embroiderer—I always hope 

my testing stitches out perfectly so I can use it. I 
positioned and traced the stocking pattern onto 

the right side of stocking fabric. Keep the layers 
together using machine or hand basting stitches. 
Hoop the layered piece and I’m ready for stitching. I 
enlarged the designs 120% for visual impact and to 
give the Lana thread space. The Tear-Away Cotton 
Soft Stabilizer will "float" under the hooped layers, 
adding extra support. 


Then the challenge really began: I experienced an 
unusual amount of Lana thread breakage, while the 
Cotona stitched beautifully. I used every specialty 
thread tip I could think of without improved 
stitching. I suspect the texture of the fabric is 
abrasive on the Lana thread. 


Well....would all Cotona stitching be an option? 
Cotona thread is considerably finer than Lana; how 
will it cover in place of Lana? I returned the designs 
to their original sizes. A little bit of editing was all 
that was needed, simply increase the design’s stitch 
density 110-115% using Edit ‘N Stitch™ Software, or 
the editing feature on your embroidery machine. 


Stitch another snowflake on the test stocking just to 
be certain.

The Design Challenge 


At the last minute I decided to add a monogram to 
personalize the stocking. The Caroline Font in the 
Amazing Designs” Letter It Software adds a lovely 
touch. The Crewel Snowflake Flurries Collection 
contains many multiple snowflake designs, two of 
which I edited to extract single snowflakes. 
































I then printed design templates for planning the final 
layout of embroidery. 


Position and tape (or pin) the monogram template in 
place with Sewer’s Fix-It Tape on the stocking fabric, 
approximately 2-2" — 3" below the upper stocking 
edge. (The cuff will cover that area.) 


Position and tape (or pin) desired snowflake 
templates in position, surrounding the monogram on 
the stocking fabric, allowing approximately 2" — 4" 
from basted edge for seam allowances. 
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NOTE: 

1 like using Translucent Foundation Paper 

to print templates. This paper is easy to see 
through, making it easy for aligning or nesting 
designs. Be sure to trim away excess paper from 
around the design for precise arranging. 





If you prefer, download a free embroidery layout 
guide for the Crewel Snowflake Flurries Stocking at 
www.nancysnotions.com/dimeV 101 to replicate the 
design arrangements I’ve used. 


The Stitch Challenge 


The stocking embroidery was streamlined because 
of my initial testing, there were no surprises. (Really, 
I am always thankful when I take the time to test.) 
Prepare the stocking front in the same way as the 
successful test was prepared. 


Insert a new embroidery machine needle. 


NOTE: 
Remember to use a size 100 topstitch needle if 
you are embroidering with Lana Thread. 


Attach hoop to the machine. 
Embroider the designs. 


NOTE: 

Remember, if you select different thread colors, 
add any note of changes to the Embroidery 
Reference Card that you made editing notations 
on. 





Optional: If you are using templates remember to 
remove them prior to stitching. 


Repeat the embroidery process for remaining 
designs. 


Place the embroidery face down on a padded ironing 
surface. Cover with a press cloth; gently press. Cut 
out, repositioning stocking pattern if needed. Cut 
out a stocking back. 


Optional: Embroider the back of the stocking, 
remembering to trace the pattern placed upside 
down on the right side of stocking fabric. I’m going 
to use my "test" stocking as a back for a second 
stocking. 


Stocking Assembly 


The stocking itself is easily and quickly assembled 
beginning with cutting lining fabric, Step 3, in the 
instructions. 


I encourage you to let a Stocking Full of Challenges 
expand your embroidering possibilities and 
knowledge!

Follow along, make 
your own variation or get expanded 
instructions from the Sew Special 
Designs website. 


At the Computer 


Download the Stocking top into 
Premier+Extra. 


Click on the View Menu. 


Click on the Get Length Icon. 
Click at the top of the diagonal 
line where the arrow is next 

to the bells and drag down to 
the bottom left of the diagonal 
line and record the length, 
approximately 132mm. Right 
click to release the Get Length 
tool. Click on the Border Menu. 
In Stitch Type, click on the 
Options icon. Make the Group 
Pfaff, the Category 3.3 NA 
Antique Embroidery and Pattern 
#20. Make the Stitch Length 9.0. 
Click Ok. In the Motif Underline 
section, change the length to 
132mm or the number you 
recorded. Click on the desktop 
to deselect the Selection Box. 
Click Apply to produce a line of 
decorative stitches to be placed on 
the upper left diagonal line. 


Click on the Zoom to Rectangle 
and draw a box around the top 
half of the Selection Box so 

that you can see the top and the 
decorative stitch line. Click on 
the Home Menu. Click inside 

the Selection Box and move the 
decorative stitch line to the upper 
top line next to the bells. 





Click on the Overview Tab. Click 
on the box and scroll to view the 
lower end of the Selection Box. 
Click on the orange circle, the 
center of rotation, and move it to 
the lower end of the Selection Box 
indicated by the green arrow. 





Hover the mouse over the circle 
in the middle of the top end of 
the Selection Box until the mouse 
pointer turns toa C. 
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Click on the circle and rotate until 
the decorative stitch is centered 
over the stitching line underneath. 
Move and rotate until the 
decorative row of stitching is 
nicely placed over the stitching 
underneath. 





Click on the Zoom to Fit Icon. 
Double click on the blue color 
block in the Color Select Panel. 
Change the color to green. Click 
Ok. Create the decorative stitch 
for the line in Section lower 

line. These same steps will be 
repeated for the decorative stitch 
on the line on lower line with the 
exception of the decorative stitch. 
Create the lower right diagonal 
line: 





Click on the View Menu. Click 
on the Get Length Icon. Click 

at the lower diagonal line beside 
the bells and drag down to the 
bottom of the diagonal line and 
record the length, approximately 
139mm. Right Click to release 
the Get Length tool. In the 
Stitch Type click on the Options 
Icon. Make the Group Pfaff, the 
Category 4.4 D Art and Pattern 
#13. Make the Stitch Length 9.0. 
Click Ok. In the Motif Underline 
section change the length to 
139mm or the number you 
recorded. Click on the desktop to 
deselect the Selection Box. Click 
Apply. 


Click Apply. This will produce a 
line of decorative stitches to be 
placed on the lower right diagonal 
line. 





Click on the Home Menu. Click 
on Rotate 45 three times so that it 
is facing the correct direction. 
Click on the Zoom to Rectangle 
and draw a box around the top 

Y of the design. Click inside 

the Selection Box and move the 
decorative stitch line to the top up 
against the bells. 





Click on the Overview Tab. Click 
on the box that is there and scroll 
to the lower end to view the 
Selection Box. 


Click on the center of Rotation 
and drag it to the top of the 
Selection Box. 


Hover over the rotation marker at 
the lower end of the selection box 
and when it turns to a C, click on 
it and rotate the decorative stitch 
line to fit the lower end of the 
design area. Click on the Zoom to 
Fit Icon. Double click on the blue 
color block in the Color Select 
Panel. Change the color to gold. 
Click Ok.

Adding the Embroideries 


Click on the Insert Icon and Navigate to My 
Documents/Premier+/My Designs. Select ECD01 
(angel). 


Place the angel in the center of the center section. 
Use the directional arrows on the left side and on the 
top of the Selection box to center to your liking. 


For the ornament embroidery on the top left corner 
click on the Insert Icon. Navigate to My Documents/ 
Premier+/Samples/Premier+emb/Stitch2/holidays. 
Scroll to the Noel Ornament and click Ok. 


Center the design in the top left section using 

the method above. To resize slightly click on the 
Resize Icon. Click on the Modify Block Icon. 
Change the width to 96mm. The length will change 
proportionately. Click Ok. For the star trail on the 
lower right click on the SuperDesign Menu. On the 
left side of the top banner click on the down arrow 
beside Animals. Click on the Stars Menu and on the 
right hand side of the window scroll down to Stars 2. 


On the right hand side of the SuperDesign window 
with the stars click on the Down Arrow to Stars 2 
and select #8 Star Trail. Change the size to 45mm 
and click Apply. Click on the Home Menu. Click 

on Rotate 45 seven times so that it will be facing the 
right direction. Move the design into position on the 
lower space. 


Click on the File Menu and click on Save As. 
Navigate to My Documents/Premier+/My Designs 
and click save. This will save the VP4 working 

file. Click on the File Menu and click on Export. 
Navigate to My Documents/Premier+/My Designs. 
Name it Stocking Top.vp3 or the format for your 
embroidery machine.

Cut two pieces of lining 
fabric on top of the hoop and baste in place. Retrieve —_ fabric and two pieces of Sew Soft fusible batting 
the design and stitch. using the same stocking pattern. Press the Sew Soft 


fusible batting to the wrong size of the lining. 


Cut the texturized fabric to the size needed for the 
cuff, toe and heel. The cuff on this stocking was cut 
5" then folded in half, to 9" x 2 4". Sew the cuff to 
the top of the stocking aligning the raw edges at the 
top of the stocking. Pin the texturized fabric to the 
toe and heel, folding under the raw edge. Sew the toe 
and the heel to the front stocking along the folded 
edges. 





When the design is complete, remove the fabric from 
the hoop. 


Texturize the Fabric 

Follow the directions for the INSPIRA® Fabric 
Magic. The design used to create the cuff, toe and 
heel is a free download and created for 360mm x 
200mm hoops. It requires two 10" x 18" pieces of 
fabric. Hoop the Inspira Fabric Magic and lay one 
piece of fabric on top. Embroider the design. Remove 
from hoop. Place the fabric on a pressing surface 

and hover an iron over the fabric. Steam the fabric. 
Repeat for the other piece of fabric. Set aside. 





Sew the front lining to the front stocking at the top 
edge. Fold the ribbon in half and pin to the back side 
of the stocking. Place the lining right sides together 
and sew across the top edge. Open the two sewn 
pieces and place right side together. Match lining 

to lining and stocking fabric to stocking fabric. Sew 
around all sides leaving a 4" opening on the lining to 
turn right sides out. Top stitch to close. Press. 
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Create a silk dupioni 
crazy quilt stocking with 
gently curved fabric 
patches. Embellish with 
crystals and pearls to 
make a treasured holiday 
heirloom.

The stocking is created in the 
hoop by attaching five pieces 

of fabric before the embroidery 
begins. Create a rich heirloom 
stocking, rather than the 
traditional holiday color scheme, 
by changing the colors. I tend to 
limit my color scheme to various 
shades of three colors. The sample 
stocking focuses on pale green, 
pale golds and neutrals. 


Open GFE-RCQ-ST in 
embroidery software or at the 
machine. Stitch the first 12 colors, 
placement guides and tackdowns, 
in the same thread color. Change 
color #13 to Sulky 7041, #14 to 
Sulky 7001, #15 to Sulky 7040 
and #20 to Sulky 7003. Change 
#16 & 18 to a pale green, #17 toa 
soft white, #19 to the palest green 
yellow, #21 to an off white, #23 to 
ecru and #26 and 27 to dark ecru. 
I suggest skipping the last color 
#34, the narrow satin stitches. 
Save the design under a different 
name, RCQ-STnew, so you don’t 
lose the original. Do not color 
sort the design. 


Step 2. Preparation 





Select five fabrics that will 
enhance the embroidery threads 
you are using. Go for pastel and 
neutral shades of silk dupioni. 
Steam press the silk before you 
begin, cutting your pieces with 
pinking shears to reduce fraying. 
Plan the placement of the fabrics 
so that the base fabric shows in 
two places, segments one and two 
in the diagram. Label the sections 
#3 to #7. 
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Plan to apply some of the fabric 
pieces diagonally so the weft 
threads are not all facing the same 
direction. You could also layer 
lace or net with one fabric section. 
In planning this color scheme, I 
tested my chosen colors on ivory 
fabric, without attaching the 
fabric pieces. This exercise helps 
solidify your color selections. 


Step 3. Embroidery 


A detailed explanation of 

how to construct the stocking 
comes with the purchase of the 
stocking design. It also includes 
instructions for stitching the 
design in two hoopings for those 
with a 6" x 10" hoop. 


Hoop the stabilizer and attach 
the base fabric with temporary 
adhesive, pins and/or hand 
stitches. The fabric pieces are 
placed in position after each 
placement guide is stitched. I 

use a fabric glue stick to hold the 
fabric flat while it is being tacked 
down. 





Hazel’s Tip 


Avoid the use of primary 
colors and use muted shades 
when making an heirloom 
project. 





It is best not to trim the fabric 
outside of the stocking outline 
until later as it is needed for the 
construction of the side seams. 
Slow your machine down when 
using the metallic thread, use 

a suitable needle and place a 
net over your spool to prevent 
tangling. 





Decorative stitches will cover the 
raw edges of your fabric pieces. 





Continue stitching the decorative 
elements and watch the magic of 
Christmas appear in beautiful 
pastel colors. 





Remove the design from the 
hoop and trim any jump stitches. 
Carefully remove as much 
stabilizer as possible to reduce 
puckering. 


Step 4. 
Construction 


The instructions included with 
the purchased design will walk 
you through the lining, hanging 
loop and other construction 
details. If you want to hand sew 
any embellishments, do it before 
lining the stocking. I limited 

my hand sewn embellishment 
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to some gold thread inside the 
embroidered buttons to make 
them appear more realistic. 





Be careful not to trim too close 
to seams as they may pull out. 
Reinforce your stitching on the 
curves after you clip and notch 
them. Apply Fray check in these 
areas. 


Hazel’s Ti 


The beauty of crazy quilting 
is that you can always hide 
imperfections with extra 
embellishment. 





Step 5. Finishing 
Decorate the top of the stocking 
with an abundance of pearls and 
crystals to emphasize the cuff. 
Apply hot fix crystals or pearls 
in the small gaps formed by the 
embroidery designs, between the 
Christmas trees and above them 





as well as in the centers of the 
large snowflakes and the flowers. 





For accurate positioning, I lay my 
pearls and crystals in their exact 
place, and hold the hot fix tool 
over them while I count to 10 or 
15, slowly applying more pressure. 
If you find your alignment is off 
when cooled, reheat the pearl 

or crystal in the same way for a 
count of around 10 and then move 
the crystal slightly. This will not 
work for large movement as there 
will be some residual glue which 
will show.

Perhaps your holiday 
dinners were like mine 

- under a certain age, 
we had to sit at the kids’ 
table. | couldn't wait 
until | was old enough to 
join the adult table (not 
sure why now!). Here's a 
project to make the kids 
happier to stay at their 
own table—secret Santa 
place cards! 


The "secret" is in the 
second layer—when 

you raise up Santa's face, 
the child's name shows. 
There are two hoopings: 
the first is Santa's face 
with a placement bar. 
The second hooping 
stitches the child's 

name and placement 

bar. Santa's face is placed 
over the second hooping, 
aligning the placement 
bars; the buttonhole is 
stitched to hold both 
Santa's face and the 
name card together. 
Once the buttonhole 

is slit, you can slide the 
napkin or ribbon in place!

Use the Pen to trace the beard, 
the mustache, and just the fur 
band of the hat. Leave a small gap 
between the areas. 





Trace each eyebrow again, 
making each a bit smaller than 
the original, again leaving a small 
gap between the first one drawn 
(outside) and the second one 
(inner). Edit the points as needed. 


Select the face outline and both 
outer eyebrow shapes. Right click 
and choose Combine. Select the 
face, right click / Convert to / 
Complex fill / leave as Standard / 
choose either Tatami or Smooth 
pattern. Change the color toa 
flesh or soft pink. Notice that 
because you combined the face 
and the outer eyebrow shapes, the 
inner brow area was left empty of 
fill stitches. Repeat for eyes and 
change the color to black. 


Hold down the CTRL key and 
select the face and the eyes. 
Right click and choose Remove 
Overlaps. 


Select the outline of the nose, 
beard, mustache, hat band and 
outer eyebrows / right click / 
Convert to / Run/ Bean with 3 
repeats. If you want the outlines 
to stand out, make them black. If 
you want them to blend in, make 
them a soft gray or white. Either 
way, make the nose outline black. 


Click the Run tool and create a 
straight line 1.3" long on the hat 
band where the buttonhole will be 
placed. This is the placement bar 
for aligning the first and second 
hooping. Make it a different color 
than has been used. 





The Sequence order should be the 
face, the black eyes and nose, all 
gray outlines, and the placement 
bar. 


Select All and size it 3.5" x 3.5". 
Save As SantaFace.c2s. 


Second Hooping 

Use the CTRL key to select the 
placement bar, hat band and 
beard. Copy and paste them into 
a New screen. Change the hat and 
beard to a darker color to view 
them easily. Leave the placement 
bar its own color. 


Select the hat and beard / right 
click / Create Outline / leave the 
default of .08" (2mm) distance 

/ OK. Select the hat and beard; 
delete. Select the outline (do not 
include the placement mark) and 
set the size to 3.5" for width and 
height. Save As SantaName.c2s. 


Katherine’s Tip 


By leaving the outline 
distance at the default of 
.08", PEP treats the hat and 
beard as one unit. If you 
change to a distance of .06" 
or less, PEP puts a separate 
outline around the hat band 
and around the beard.

Paste three additional faces, placing 
them in the four corners of the hoop. 
(This example uses an 8" x 8" hoop.) 
When happy with the placement, 
Edit / Resequence by color. Use the 
Placement Marks tool and add them to 
the middle top, bottom, left and right 


Save As SantaFaceMulti.c2s. 


In this screen, File / Merge SantaName. 
c2s / with it still selected, Group. Drag 
the design until it is exactly on top of 
the top left Santa face, making sure the 
placement bars align perfectly. Copy / 
Paste the Santa name design and drag 
this second one onto the top right 
Santa face, again aligning it exactly. 
Repeat for the bottom two Santa faces. 
When alignment is correct for all four, 
select the four original Santa faces and 
delete them. This should leave the 
outlines/placement lines/buttonholes 
and the four placement marks at all 
sides. 


Move the side placement marks to 
stitch first. Edit / Resequence by color. 


Save As SantaNameMulti.c2s. 


First Hooping 

Hoop the felt and stitch 
SantaFaceMulti.c2s. Trim to a square 
about 7%" outside the placement marks. 


Second Hooping 

Hoop the felt and stitch just the name 

and side placement marks. You can either skip past the placement bars 
or stitch them; however, the placement marks at each side will be used 
in aligning the two layers. 


Use the same pin technique as with a single Santa face alignment.

Place the embroidered fabric and plain 
fabric right sides together. Use the downloaded 
pattern to cut out the stocking. Cut out two 
sections from the printed fabric for the lining 
and two sections for the cuff and cuff lining. 


Set up the machine for sewing. Select a left 
needle, straight stitch setting. With right sides 
together, sew the embroidered stocking sections 
together with a 4" seam allowance around the 
outer edge of the stocking. Repeat for the lining 
leaving a 4" opening on the straight side of the 
lining for turning. Set aside. 


To create the cuff, place right sides together and 
sew around the curved edge. Clip the curves and 
turn right side out. Press. Top stitch around the 

curved edge. 


Place the cuff on the top edge of the stocking 
section, even with the top edge. Overlap the ends 
on the right side, as shown on the template. Baste 
in place. 


To create a hanging tab, cut one section from 
the print fabric, 2" x 5" long. With right sides 
together, stitch along the long edge using a 12" 
seam allowance. Turn right side out and press. 
Place the tab, centered on the side seam, as 
shown on the template. 


With the right side of the stocking facing 
outward, place the lining section (wrong side 
facing out) over the embroidered stocking 
section. Line up the top edges and stitch around 
the top of the stocking. Trim the edges. Turn the 
stocking through the opening on the lining and 
place the lining inside the stocking. Press. Stitch 
the opening on the lining. Sew the buttons on the 
stocking, as shown on the template. 


Have fun creating several stockings using 
coordinating fabrics.

Use the included cone shaped 
pattern to create the upper 
stocking and lining. Cut two 
pieces of batting and lining; one 
piece of sequin fabric for the front 
and one piece of satin for the 
back. 





Baste one section of batting to 
the stocking front (sequin) and 
one section of batting to the back 
(satin). 





Place the front and back right 
sides together and sew the long 
sides only. Add the grosgrain 
ribbon loop to satin fabric along 
the top edge in the center. 





Place the lining sections right 
sides together and sew the long 
sides only. 





Turn outer stocking right side 

out and insert it into the lining 
section (right sides together). Sew 
at the top edge. Pull the outer 
stocking out of the lining. Fold 
under the bottom raw edges of the 
lining at the narrow end and top 
stitch. Fold under the bottom raw 
edges of the outer stocking at the 
narrow end. Pull the lining inside 
the outer stocking. Press the top 
edge. 


Insert the tail into the narrow end 
of the stocking and sew to attach 
both sections. Sew the decorative 
gold sequin trim to the top edge 
of stocking and around the seam 
where the body meets the tail.

If you run the first color in the Embrilliance Stitch 
Simulator, you will see that one outline completes at 
stitch 350. 


Attach the hooped stabilizer to the machine, reduce 
stitching speed, and stitch the first color stop until 

it completes one straight-stitch outline (stopping at 
approximately stitch 350). Stop stitching, cut and 
tie-off thread, and remove the hoop. Use this as your 
appliqué "placement stitch." 


Debbie's Tip 


Don't worry if you stitch past the starting point,

I'm not a fan of % length sleeves. They 
may be flattering on many figures but | 
don't think they're practical. When the 
weather's warm, | want short sleeves 
and when it’s cold, | want long sleeves! 
That's what made me want to convert 
% length sleeves into full length. | 
added a strip of mesh to elongate the 
sleeve for my arms — not this beautiful 
model's arms! Trust me — the sleeves 
fit me! 


Step |. Embroider the Sleeve 
I was so focused on my creative process for the 
sample shirt, I forgot to take photos of the steps. 
So please forgive the white t-shirt shown in the 
embroidery instructions. 


Open the sleeve seam so that you can lay it flat ina 
hoop. Mark the sleeve center with a pin. Hoop water 
soluble stabilizer and stitch color 1 of the sleeve 
design. 





a 
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Place the corresponding sleeve on the hooped 
stabilizer, matching the sleeve center with the vertical 
placement guide and the hem with the horizontal 
placement guide. Pin the sleeve to stabilizer. You 
could use spray adhesive or adhesive water soluble 
stabilizer. 





Stitch color 2, the basting stitches, to hold the sleeve 
to the stabilizer. Remove the pins. Tame the rest of 
the sleeve so it doesn’t fall into the sewing field. 
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Stitch the embroidery design. 





Remove the shirt from the hoop and cut away the 
excess water soluble stabilizer. Remove the basting 
stitches. Sew the seam closed. Repeat this process 
for the second sleeve and select the corresponding 
design. 


Try the garment and measure the distance from the 
sleeve hem to the wrist, mine was 3”. Add 1” to this 
measurement. Measure the sleeve circumference; 
mine was 10” so I cut a piece of mesh 4” x 11” to 
allow for 2” seam allowances. Sew the mesh into a 
tube, measuring 4” x 5 2”. 


Place the sleeve on a cutting mat and cut off the 
embroidered sleeve | 4” above the embroidery. 
Repeat for the second sleeve. 





Sew the mesh tube to the embroidered section. Sew 
to the sleeve. Press the seam allowances toward the 
sleeve sections (not the sheer mesh). Insert a twin 
needle and topstitch along the seams to secure the 
seam allowances to the knit fabric.

Digitizing watercolor designs engages all aspects of 
art and color theory. We begin by considering the 
subject. What looks good in that soft and dreamy 
watercolor style? Organic subjects, such as birds, 
fruit, and flowers, are excellent candidates. 


Our next step is to draw and paint, with watercolors. 
Painting allows us observe and experience first-hand 
the fluidity of color, and how adjacent paint tones 
blend and bleed together. That guides us when we 
digitize the designs. 


As an example, look at the painting of the macaw 
design. Note how the paint from the blue feathers 
bleeds into the yellow. 





When you compare that painting to the embroidered 
design, you can see how the blue thread overlaps the 
yellow — just as it did in the painting. 





H3147 Scarlet Macaw in Watercolor 


When we digitize watercolor design, we work directly 
from our painting. That shows us where to blend, 
shade, and shape, to achieve the watercolor effect. In 
most embroidery designs, shading uses thread from 
the same color family. But in watercolor designs, you 
might see pink over yellow, tan on top of green, light 
pink on top of red. The contrast in thread colors 
must be more stark and vivid than usual in order to 
achieve the watercolor effect.

Starter machines 
offer value and acceptable output. More money gets you bigger design elements, faster embroidery 
speed, larger hi-res color touch displays, easier intuitive interfaces, WiFi connectability, better 
reliability, and higher precision. 


Let's take a walk and look at the extremes; entry level and high-end, with some notes in the middle. 
Note; Values are approximate street prices and may vary due to market conditions, geography and dealer value-added programs, 


Embroiderers can start at a price-point under $400. The 
starting point is dominated by one brand - Brother. Most 
models in the entry-level arena are sold via the internet or 
through big-box stores, so support is lacking. Check out 
Brother PES40D. 


~ $400 gets you 4"x4" embroidery field, a mono-chromatic 
LCD touch-screen, some built-in fonts for lettering 
and personalizing. Designs are transferred from your 
computer via USB cord. While limited to single-element 
designs, multiple elements can be combined with optional 
software. Singer's value-priced models cost a bit more but 
may include basic lettering, combining, auto-punch, and 
sizing programs. These mass-market models offer a lot 
of bang-for-the-buck, but are not for the faint of heart, 
as support is limited to YouTube and 800-number phone 
support, during business hours.

Drawing, painting, and digitizing watercolor designs 
takes a careful and precise touch. But embroidering 
the designs is not any more complicated than other 
designs that you’ve worked with. Your machine will 
read the stitches, and the color change sheets show 
which thread colors to use. You might see more con- 
trasting thread colors used in some areas, but those 
are used to achieve the watercolor effect. 


When working with designs that have overlapping 
colors, use one piece of medium-weight cutaway 
stabilizer. That will be the best foundation for the 
fabric, and ensure that your stitchout has perfect 
alignment. 








How will you use the designs? Watercolor designs 
tend to be dramatic — they’re not subtle. They'll be 
the star of a framed piece, an eye-catching subject on 
tote bags, pillows, and tea towels. They don’t hide in 
the background; they want to be center-stage. 


Embroidery is often referred to as “painting with 
thread,” and watercolor designs explore this idea 
with beautiful results. Each design begins as a 
painting, then is transformed into another piece 

of art, stitch by stitch. These types of designs are 
top-trending because of the artistic elegance, and 
because it’s a new and exciting style brought to your 
embroidery machine.
